The Child Care class is offered 
to juniors and seniors at South- 
ern High School. At the end of the 
two year class and after complet- 
ing the necessary requirements, 
the students earn three certifi- 
cates from the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Human Resources -- 
Child Care Administration, mak- 
ing them eligible to be employed 
in one of the following centers: 
Infants and Toddlers, Preschool, 
or School-Age. The 2003 class is 
the first class to have the oppor- 
tunity to earn all three. In the past, 
the students have earned only 
the preschool certificate.
